WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—Presi- 
dent-elect John F. Kennedy 
scheduled a late afternoon con- 
ference today with Dean Ache- 
son, Secretary of State under 
President Truman, and a meet- 
ing tomorrow morning with Rep- 
resentative Chester Bowles, Con- 
necticut Democrat. 


Announcement of the confer- 
ence with Bowles, who served 
Senator Kennedy as foreign 
policy adviser in his drive for 
the presidencv. was made at a 
préss conference conducted by 
Pierre Salinger, Kennedy's press 
secretary. 


Bowles has frequently been 
mentioned as Senator Kennedy’s 
possible choice for Secretary of 
State. Asked if the conference 
tomorrow, which will be over 
the breakfast table at Kennedy's 
home, meant that a decision on 
the State Department post was 
drawing nearer, Salinger re- 
plied: 

“I .would read nothing more 
into it than that they are going 
to meet.” 

Acheson Backed Johnson. 


Kennedy’s meeting with Ache- 
60n, a pre-convention supporter 
of Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
of . Texas for the Democratic 
présidential nomination, was 
scheduled for 5 p.m. at the for- 
mer secretary's home in George- 
town, not far from Senator Ken- 
nédy’s home.

A question referring to the 
possibility of Robert F. Ken- 
nedy, the President-elect's broth- 
ef and his presidential campaign 
Manager, bécoming attorney 
general was raised today. 

‘TY wouldn't comment on that,”’ 
Salinger said. 

Salinger, in advance of today’s 
press conference, had said that | 
he- expected to make .some 
‘hard news” this afternoon. He 
conceded after what transpired 
that he should strike the word 
“hard” from his vocabulary. 

Appointment Reported. 

As Salinger met with reporters, 
Senator Kennedy was closeted 
with other assistants in his Sen- 
ate office. 

A report was published in 
Washington today that Kennedy 
has chosen Prof. Walt W. Ros- 
tow, of Massachusetts Institute 
of “Technology, a specialist in 
world economics, for an import- 
anf position in his administra- 
tion, possibly as director of a 
meyged foreign aid program or 
as -White House adviser on for- 
eign economic policy. 

Salinger said he had ‘‘no rea- 
son” to believe that Rostow had 
been selected for any position, 
adding that Rostow was one of 
a group of academic advisers to 


Senator Kennedy in the cam- 
paign and “that relationship 
continues.”

Police and national 
guardsmen counterattacked with 
tear gas bombs and warning 
gunshots fired into the air. 

Snipers Wound Police. 


Lt. Col. Anibal Sanchez Gomez, 
police chief, said snipers had 
fired on his men and wounded 
at least seven. 

Demonstrators clashed with 
police this morning along the 
Avenida Sucre which runs 
through Catia, a crowded work- 
ers’ housing district in the west- 
ern part of the city. This was 
the area where Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon was attacked 
on his visit to Caracas in 1958. 

Police reported groups carry- 
ing Molotov cocktails (bottled 
gasoline bombs), were assem- 
bling at Plaza Carabobo on the 
eastern edge of the downtown 
business district. 


Tanks Guard Palace. 


Tanks swung into position 
around the presidential palace, 
and blocked all approaches. Two 
tanks were reported to have 
straddled the Avenida Urdaneta, 
the main thoroughfore at the 
eastern end of the city.

State governments must take |

clared today. 


City officials must also seek | 
greater participation by the Fed- | 
eral Government, and can look 
forward to the establishment of 
a federal Department of Urban 
Affairs with cabinet status with- 
in the next few months, he said. 

Mayor Tucker’s remarks were 
in a speech presented at the | 
American Municipal Congress | 
in, New York. The speech was | 
read by his secretary, Robert | 
Blackburn. Tucker, president | 
of the American Municipal As- | 
sociation, is vacationing in Ari- | 
zona following an illness. | 

“If state governments during | 
the coming decade do not as- | 
sume the full measure of their | 
responsibilities toward their. 
cities, the state level of govern- | 
ment will lose _ considerable | 
prestige and significance,’’ the 
Mayor asserted, | 

Constitutional Reform. 

At the very minimum, state 
governments should provide con- 
stitutional reform and legislative 
re-apportionment as a means of | 
overcoming the frequent and | 
often unrepresentative numer- 
ical superiority of rural over | 
urban areas in state legislatures, 
he said. 

City officials should also de- 
mand increased state participa- 
tion in city housing and urban | 
renewal projects, he said, not- 
ing that the development of | 
state participation could encour- | 
age ‘modest programs of ex- 
perimentation” apart from the 
sometimes rigid federal con- 
trols. | 

“I believe, too, that state. 
governments can be of greater | 
assistance in bringing rational- 
ized government to our metro- 
politan areas by revision of the 
censolidation and annexation 
laws,” he said. 

Finally, he noted, certain 
functions which are undertaken 
by. metropolitan area govern- 
ments, particularly those which 
require: large capital invest- 
ments, could better and more 
economically be undertaken by 
state governments. 
Specifically, Mayor 
noted the ‘‘more rational 
ation, better administration and 
significant total savings” avail- 
able by state operation of cor- 
rectional ~ institutions and hos- 
pitals. | 

Co-ordinated Planning 

On the federal level, the 
Mayor said the proposed urban | 
affairs department could pro- 
vide co-ordinated planning and 
execution of various aspects of 
urban policy with an eye toward 
an over-all goal. 

“We can look toward the 
development of federal pro- 
grams which will fulfill at least 
the minimum requirements of 
an effective answer to the mass- 
ive housing and urban renewal 
needs of the coming decade,” 
he said. 

In addition, new approaches 
In the critical areas of rehabili- 
tation and middle-income hous- 
ing must be developed if urban 
renewal policies are to remain 
balanced, he said. 

The Federal Government’s 
contribution in creating a co- 
ordinated policy regarding urban 
mass transportation can be a 
particularly important one, he 
said. 

Despite the worth-while efforts 
of local governments in con- 
structing parking facilities and 
improving traffic flow on exist- | 
ing roads and highways, he 
added, development of mass 
rapid transit systems, planned 
to fit differing local situations, 
must be developed at a. higher | 
level and applied broadly. |

Your comment that Eisenhower 
was the obvious choice to head up 
the Department of Peace was amaz- 
ing. Eisenhower had eight years 
to establish such a department. He 
received many requests that it be 
done. He allowed his disarmament 
adviser, Harold Stassen, to be tor- 
pedoed by John Foster Dulles, the 
Pentagon and the AEC. 

The head of a Department of 
Peace will be primarily concerned 
with making peace with the Com- 
munist nations. Eisenhower would 
be impeded by his personal feud 
with Khrushchev. While there would 
be a place for President Ejisen- 
hower’s smile and handshake, why 
not ask him to use them as an am- 
bassador-at-large? 

Bill No. $2989 to create the Na- 
tional Peace Agency calls for a 
knowledge of armaments control, 
economics, international law and 
the social sciences upon which pur- 
suit of peace must be based. 

Criteria could be set up by 
which to judge the capability of a 
person to head the Peace Depart- 
ment. For example: 

1. Opposition to both hot and 
cold war. 

2. Defense of peace against the 
proponents of the cold war and ad- 
vocates of more preparation for a 
hot war where this conflicts with 
the peace program. 

3. Broad knowledge of the physi- 
cal and social sciences. 

4. Administrative ability. 

It would be nice if a person pos- 
sessing all of these attributes would 
also be well loved and respected 
throughout the world but capabili- 
ties are more important than pres- 
tige. Ex-Congressmen .Meyer and 
Johnson, both of whom have com- 
mitted themselves to oppose the 
cold war, would be capable. Cyrus 
Eaton would be a good candidate 
because he has a good working re- 
lationship with the Communist 
countries and the scientists of the 
world. No doubt there are many 
others. 

We should not overlook the possi- 
bility of utilizing people from other 
countries. Bertrand Russell, Brock 
Chisholm and Phillip Noel Baker 
would be effective and bring a de- 
sirable international viewpoint to 
the department. 

The function of government may 
well spell the difference between 
survival and annihilation.

Failure of a Mission 


Since the ¢larification of the failure of the 
Anderson-Dillon appeal to West Germany for 
a sharing of the expenses of American troops 
in that country, the blame is being put largely 
on Secretary of the Treasury Anderson. 
Under Secretary of State Dillon reportedly 
was quite unhappy about the way Anderson 
conducted the negotiations. And this raises 
questions as to Secretary Herter’s failure to 
achieve co-ordination in the Administration. 


It may not necessarily follow that if the 
mission had been intrusted to a diplomat 
more might have been accomplished. Yet it 
probably would not have been left to Dr. 
Erhard, the German economics minister, to 
put as good a face as possible on the bungled 
business. He emphasized the German decision 
to make a greater contribution to aid for 
underdeveloped countries. But since that was 
settled before Anderson and Dillon left for 
Bonn, it is a rather transparent gloss. 


Anderson miscalculated when he insisted 
on virtually immediate acceptance of a long 
range agreement calling for an annual Ger- 
man contribution of $600,000,000 to help re- 
dress our unfavorable balance of payments 
and the consequent drain on our gold re- 
serves. Although not convinced that the gold 
problem is a permanent one, the Germans 
did not question the equity of a contribution. 
But Anderson disregarded effective, short- 
range counter-proposals. He seems to have 
been utterly unaware of the political and 
economic obstacles. For example, he seems 
not to have known that his plan would require 
a major increase in German taxes, already 
about as high as those in the United States 
even though German incomes are lower. 


Although warned in advance by our Bonn 
embassy that the Germans felt they could 
not sign such a pact but would consider other 
proposals, Anderson insisted on a proposition 
which took the German officials by surprise. 
Surely discreet diplomatic preliminaries 
should have paved the way for a clearer 
understanding. 


Anderson’s acceptance of what The New 
York Times Bonn correspondent calls ‘total 
failure,” of course, weakened his chances to 
gain concessions in France and Great Britain. 
The De Gaulle regime already had decided 
to reject any request for increased NATO 
payments, and London — disappointed by 
Bonn’s attitude toward the support of British 
troops on the continent—hardly can be ex- 
pected to accept a burden which others have 
refused to share. 


Thus Anderson's attitude has drawn exag- 
gerated attention to the American gold prob- 
lem. It has done nothing to ease our military 
expenses abroad. If anything, it has height- 
ened the inter-allied differences about paying 
for the defense of the West, thus encourag- 
ing the Communists in their hope that West- 
ern solidarity—already strained by differ- 
ences over Algeria, The Congo, trade blocs 
and other problems—may be near the crack- 
ing point. And it has added to the difficulties 
of a revision of NATO obligations which are 
scheduled to be made before the next Admin- 
istration takes office. 

Even though the Germans and our other 
allies may be more co-operative than they 
seem, this first major post-election foreign 
relations effort has left many pieces for the 
next Administration to pick up. 


No Substitute Available 


It is an old and quite valid contention that 
Canadians, Mexicans and others in the West- 
ern Hemisphere have as good a right as ours 
to be called Americans. Not quite so valid, 
however, is the argument that it is arrogant 
to apply the term exclusively to citizens of 
the United States. 

Its use in this narrow sense is largely a 
matter of happenstance and habit. Perhaps 
it is a misnomer, but one hardly more likely 
to be changed than “America” is likely to be 
changed to “Columbia.” If its use were our 


only offense to other “Americans,” the Good ° 


Neighbor policy would have achieved virtual 
perfection. 

The reason we are not likely to drop the 
designation—a reason comprehensible to our 
neighbors—is that nobody has ever come up 
with anything like an acceptable substitute. 
In St. Louis world’s fair days an effort was 
made to popularize “Usonian.” No go. And 
now students at Milton College in Wisconsin 
are trying to popularize “UStatesian.” No 
go at all. 

Something with much more ear appeal and 
tongue appeal will have to be brought ‘for- 
ward before we stop calling ourselves Ameri- 
cans—100 per cent or otherwise. No offense 
meant to anybody, least of all to those who 
proudly prefer to be called Brazilians or Ar- 


gentines or Peruvians instead of being lumped 
with us Americans. . : 


Halleck in His Pride 


If Representative Charles A. Halleck. the 
Republican leader, has his way, Senator Ken- 
nedy will not enjoy the traditional “honey- 
moon” on entering the White House. En- 
couraged by the Republican gain of 22 seats 
in the House, Halleck already has announced 
that he will do business as usual with Repre- 
sentative Howard W. Smith, leader of the 
Dixiecrats who have so often combined with 
the G.O.P. stand-patters to block aid to educa- 
tion, housing, medical care and other social 
legislation of the kind Kennedy deems neces- 
sary on America’s “new frontier.” 

“I'm not going for a lot of radical. wild- 
eyed, spendthrift proposals that will do the 
country a lot of damage,” Halleck trumpeted 
the other day. “We have to be reckoned 
with.” And that is not exactly for the birds, 


The Republicans will have 176 votes to the . 


Democrats’ 261; but of the latter, between 40 
and 50 are regularly available to form the 
G.O.P.-Dixiecrat coalition—and sometimes this 
includes even more of the 99 Democratic 
votes representing the 11 ‘states of the old 
Confederacy. Since all members rarely are 
on hand, 200 votes usually are enough to vin. 
Halleck obviously feels he can muster that 
many. 

That is why he seems so sure that he and 
Smith can prevent any weakening of the 
Rulés Committee which Halleck describes as 


. “the strong right arm of responsible leader- 


ship,” but which the majority—and especially 
the Northern liberals—too often find the 
root of frustration. Halleck’s sense of power 
even has induced him to suggest that the 
combination may prevent the re-election of 
Sam Rayburn as Speaker. 

This smacks of the pride that goes before a 
fall. Rayburn—like his fellow Texan, Vice 
President-elect Johnson—has more genuine 


congressional power than Halleck dreams of. 
Rayburn is much more likely to see nation 
and party in true perspective. He can appre 
ciate the President’s mandate and recognize 
the need for vital presidential leadership. 
There is reason enough to believe that he and 
Johnson intend to make that leadership ef- 
fective. Halleck would do well to consider 
that his obstructionism may be overcome by 
men of broader statesmanship. 


The Fading Crisis 


All is quiet in Guatemala and Nicaragua, 
Richard Dudman reports from Central Amer- 
ica that “the evidence is slim indeed that 
Castro had anything to do with the round 
of disturbances that caused President Eisen- 
hower to call out the fleet.” 

The fleet was called out to protect two free 
nations against any “export of revolution” 
fom Castro’s Cuba. If there was no such 
export, Latin Americans may wonder if the 
practical use of the fleet was not to protect 
two conservative governments from internal 
revolt instead. ‘Such an unfortunate impres- 
sion can only encourage Castro propaganda 
that the United States always rushes to the 
aid of rightist regimes. 

What the Eisenhower Administration did 
in establishing a Caribbean patrol must have 
been based on the best information available 
at the time. In any case it has been done. 
The problem now is to demonstrate that the 
United States will show equal energy in up- 
holding liberal democracies, which Nicaragua 
and Guatemala are not. But Venezuela, as 
one example, is attempting to be a liberal 
democracy. Its President Betancourt faces a 
constant struggle with enemies of both right 
and left, and lately with pro-Castro street 
mobs in Caracas. 

Venezuela does not raise any false cries of 
Communist interference, nor does it seek 
outside protection. The issue there is whether 
a social revolution can be conducted on demo- 
cratic terms, and that is the real issue 
throughout Latin America. Hence the Betan- 
court government needs moral and economic 
support. Venezuela represents a greater chal- 
lenge to Washington's diplomacy than the two 
little nations which the fleet defended against 
a nebulous threat.

Several days ago we published an editorial 
congratulating Pemiscot county on enacting 
last Nov. 8 a voter registration law to safe- 
guard the ballot. Since then we have re- 
ceived a number of letters informing us that 
Pemiscot county does not stand alone when 
it comes to electoral virtue. John E. Ballard, 
editor of the Green City Press, writes us of 
the fine work done in Sullivan county to put 
over a similar reform. We are also told that 
reform measures, made possible by legislation 
introduced at Jefferson City by Representa- 
tive Hearnes of Mississippi county, were en- 
acted in Mississippi, Jefferson, St. Charles 
and Platte counties. If any other of Mis- 
souri’s eligible counties passed similar meas- 
ures, we congratulate them, too. 


‘Inadequate Support’ 


Between now and the time the next Legisla- 
ture meets, St. Louis will hear a lot about the 
need for better state services. The call for 
more state aid for colleges and universities, 
arising from the Governor’s Committee on 
Education Beyond the High School, is only the 
first. 
all will enter merited claims for funds. 


The new report to Gov. Blair couples aid for 
schools with aid for students. It recommends 
state help for colleges and junior colleges as 
well as state scholarships and subsidized loans 
for those who wish to attend them. And in 
the next 15 years about three times as many 
students as at present will try to attend Mis- 
souri’s higher educational institutions. 

This report does not evade the point that 
“Missouri lacks facilities for meeting its needs 
in higher education because of inadequate 
financial support.” Missourians cannot wisely 
evade the issue either. A state that con- 
demns its youth to lack of educational oppor- 
tunity condemns itself and its future. Even 
Missouri’s economic lag is involved, as the 
Governor’s committee notes, because good 
schools help to attract new industry. 

Under Gov. Blair, Missouri’s public colleges 
got more operating and capital funds, yet 
have hardly been able to keep pace with their 
enrollments. The greatest single challenge 
facing Governor-elect Dalton is somehow to 
locate the additional revenues that a growing 
state needs. The prospect will not be pain- 
less, but it is time Missouri accepted som 
growing pains. 


Planning or Wrecking? 


Does the County Council’s Democratic ma- 
jority want to buttress the principle of land- 
use planning by qualified professionals? Or 
does it want to subject the county’s remain- 
ing open spaces to exploitation by real estate 
sharpshooters? 

That is the essential issue posed by Stephen 
Lumetta’s projected $3,000,000 shopping cen- 
ter in north county—a scheme that has twice 
been rejected by the Planning Commission: 
Among others, the Commission’s objections 
are that highways leading to the area are in- 
adequate to handle the traffic, that the project 
appears too large considering the existence of 
other shopping centers within five miles and 
that existing zoning provides considerable 
room for commercial development without the 
necessity of rezoning from residential to 
commercial. 

The burden of proof that the Planning Com- 
mission’s recommendations be overridden 
rests on Mr. Lumetta, or on those members 
of the Council majority who seem so anxious 
to please Mr. Lumetta. That proof has not 
been developed. The Council accordingly 
would best serve the public interest by turn- 
ing down the Lumetta proposal instead of 
prolonging the controversy by calling for 
still another study, this time by the Highway 
Engineer. 

If the Democratic Councilmen are looking 
for some expression of popular support for 
the principle of professional planning, why 
do they not ask the people who live in the 
area that the Lumetta group wants to grab? 
Some 500 of them feel so strongly opposed 
to the rezoning that they have hired a lawyer 
to fight it. This hardly would have been 
necessary if the Council had not seemed so 
anxious to ignore the Planning Commission. 
What do the Councilmen want, planning or 
wrecking? The issue is that simple.

Between Book Ends A Scottish Pioneer 


SAMUEL ‘VETCH: Colonial Enter. 
priser, by G. M .Waller. (University 
of North Carolina Press, 311 -pgs., $6.) 


This is the first book-length study of 
a famous Scotsman who played an im- 
portant role in promoting settlement 
in North America, especially in the 
Nova Scotia region 
of Canada. Be- 
cause his fortunes 
swelled and col- 
lapsed, his life 
makes fascinating 
reading, and the 
author has the 
ability to draw 
heavily on the 
available facts 
without letting 
them become dull 
or thick. 


His father was a Covenanter who 
would not stop preaching, even after 
a term in prison, and Vetch grew up 
in an atmosphere of danger and in- 
trigue. After a period as soldier of 
fortune on the Continent, he became a 
member of an expedition to establish 
a Scottish colony in Central America 
in 1698. Among the emaciated sur- 
vivors that eventually reached New 
York, he regained his driving ambition 
once he regained his health, and it

was not long before his schemes in- 
cluded crowding the French out of 
their New World territories. 

He was given authority from London 
to attack the French in Canada, but 
when an army finally moved against 
the Acadians another man was put in 
command, Vetch then became the 
first English Governor of Nova Scotia, 
in 1710, but in three years he was 
displaced and his properties were 
taken from him. 

He returned to England to fight for 
his rights, and in 1715 he was reéin- 
stated; he did not come back to Nova 
Scotia, however, and in 1717 his ap- 
pointment ended a second time. At 


‘the time of his death, in 1732, he was 


in prison for debt. 


The author may give some readers 
the idea that Canada is in the British 
Commonwealth instead of the French 
Community today solely because of 
Vetch, which, I feel sure, is not what 
Mr. Waller intends at all, and there 
are plenty of footnotes and bibliogra- 
phical data to lead anyone interested 
to other reading on every phase of 
material mentioned here.

THEORY OF THE MORAL LIFE, by 
John Dewey, with an introduction by 
Arnold Isenberg. (Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 179 pgs., $3.50.) 


This little book makes surprisingly 
good reading when it is realized that 
it is merely a reprint of certain of 
Dewey's sections of the “Ethics’’—a 
textbook that he wrote with James 
Hayden Tufts over 50 vears ago. Few 
textbooks are worthy of subsequent re- 
printing, but when the author is John 
Dewey, the situation~ is different. 
Dewey, who died in 1952 at the age of 
92 is one of the giants of modern phi- 
losophy and perhaps the most signifi- 
cant figure in philosophy that America 
has produced. He was less religious- 
ly oriented than the lovable and neu- 
rotic William James, but more broad 
and down-to-earth than the inspired 
methodologist Charles Saunders Pierce; 
almost everything he wrote bears a 
message for our time. _ 

This book is no exception. It deals 
with all the important issues in ethics: 
the right and the good, loyalty and 
wisdom, virtue and standards of value, 
moral judgment and its relation to 
knowledge, the moral self and its re- 
sponsibilities.

’ LEFTOVER TURKEY in the freezer or refrigerator? Count 
yourself lucky; many are the ways in which it can be prepared

If it was packaged properly and frozen, or tightly wrapped and 
sfored in the coldest part of the refrigerator, it should be still 
flavorful and fresh. However, if it was refrigerated do use it 
promptly; experts advise that about four days is as long as it 
will retain top quality in the refrigerator under the best conditions. 


If your Thanksgiving turkey 
was of such size that none was 
left after the holiday, it might 
be a good idea to save this 
page and put it away where it 
can be found easily after the 
Christmas feast.

too rich a diet, and don’t get enough. sleep or exercise. 
Of course of the three I'd guess that the latter is the 
most dangerous.” 


What kind of exercise did he recommend? “The average 
man needs to do more walking. At least three times a day 
he should take a brisk fifteen-minute walk. A good rule is 
to take one every morning before work, one during the lunch 
hour, and another one after work. Spacing it out is better 
than walking an hour a day, and much better than trying to 
pack the week’s quota into the weekend. 


“’d also like to see firms abolish the coffee break, 
in favor of an exercise break. A 10-minute walk in 
mid-morning and afternoon can be infinitely more 
stimulating for mind and body than slumping in one’s 
chair sipping coffee.

“Walking is man’s most dependable form of exercise,” he 
concluded, “because it’s so readily included in the daily 
pattern. Calisthenics and gym workouts are spendid but not 
one mah in a thousand has the will power to stick with them 
year after year. Exercising machines and equipment are fine, 
too, but gadgetry is cumbersome and the appeal wears thin. 
That’s why we need to make folks conscious of the immense 
values inherent in the simplest of pursuits—just plain walking.”

1S KINDERGARTEN a val- 
wable educational experience for 
S-year-colds—or a costly baby- 
sitting service? 

Americans have been debating 
that question for more than a 
century, and the argument is 
still going strong in many com- 
munuities. 

The kindergarten was imported 
from Germany. (Its origin is 
commemorated in its name which 
comes from a German phrase 
meaning “children’s garden.’’) 


The first kindergarten in the 
United States was a private in- 
stitution, established at Water- 
town, Wis., in 1856. In 1873, St. 
Louis became the first commu- 
nity to include kindergarten 
classes in its public school pro- 
‘gram. 

Today, according to a recently- 
completed survey by the United 
States Office of Education, about 
70 per cent of America’s cities 
and towns maintain public kin- 
dergartens. 

This statistic has been received 
rather gloomily by both sides 
of the great kindergarten debate.

Critics of kindergarten, on 
the other hand, say it is a 
shame to see so many com- 
munities expending tax funds 
on “play schools” at a time 
when regular public schools 
are suffering from shortages 
of teachers and classrooms. 


Sooner or later, the argument 
comes around to the question 
whether kindergarten serves a 
genuine educational purpose, in 
terms of preparing children for 
success in the first grade, or 
whether its main function is to 
relieve harassed mothers of the 
care of highly active 5-year-olds 
for a few hours each day. 


One reason why the debate 
continues after a full century is 
that educational research has 
never yielded a clear-cut, con- 
clusive answer to this question. 


Some scientific studies indicate 
that children who have attended 
kindergarten display lasting bene- 
fits, in behavior and academic 
achievement. Others indicate 
that kindergarten has no meas- 
urable impact on subsequent 
school records. 


They'll Do It Every Time 


Many teachers report that kin- 
dergarten graduates show up 
favorably during the early 
months of the first grade. But 
their apparent advantage tends 
to diminish or disappear as the 
year progresses.

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Malden, Mo., Viewed Gift as a Calamity, but Now Thinks It Could Be a PSs

MALDIN, Mo., Nov. 28. , 
MALDEN, down here in the 
bootheel, was described by the 
state Resources and Deve-op- 
ment Commission recently as the 
Missouri town with the biggest 
problem. 


The town fathers’ problem 
right now seems to be trying to 
decide whether they have a 
problem, or if what at first ap- 
peared to be something of a 
calamity may not turn out to 
be a blessing in disguise. 

What happened to Malden 
may not, at first glance, strike 
some as being a problem. It all 
started in September when the 
town, which has a population of 
4800, fell heir to the $5,000,000 
Malden Air Base. 

Built by the Army back in 
1941, it’s quite an air base. It 
covers 2800 acres, an area which 
makes it as big, if not bigger, 
than Malden itself, which just 
absorbed it into the city limits. 

It has 110 buildings of many 
sizes and shapes, not counting 
200 housing units. It has two golf 
courses and three swimming 
pools and it has sewage and 
water facilities capable of ac- 
commodating a town of 12,000 
inhabitants. 

Its assessed valuation is 
$5,000,000, which makes it worth 
more than the town itself, since 
Malden has an assessed valua- 
tion of $4,500,000. In short, it’s 
a great big, jim-dandy air force 
base in A-l shape. About as big 
and well equipped as you'll find 
anywhere. 


The only thing is, what does 
a town of 4800 population do with 
a $5,000,000, 2800-acre air bast 
with 119 acres of lighted run- 
ways? That was what had the 
town puzzled. And it was not 
only puzzled but dismayed by 
the fact that when the air base 
closed down, it also closed off a 
payroll of almost $250,000 a 
month, which had more than a 
slight effect on Malden’s econ- 
omy. 

When the government handed 
the air base to Malden, many 
Maldenites felt they needed it 
like they needed the Pentagon. 
The future presented a gloomy 
picture. 


That was two months ago. 
Today there is a different spirit 
iri Malden, thanks to a group 
of citizens who call themselves 
the Malden Industrial Develop- 
ment Commission. These peo- 
ple believe that a town that 
can’t be eed won't be 
whipped. 


What appeared to be a calam- 
ity, they said, may well turn out 
to be a blessing in disguise, and 
strange as it may seem, they 
now have the town behind them, 
almost to a man. There are still 
a few diehards, but they are 
coming around. 

To go back a little, Malden, 
which came into being in 1877 
when the Little River Valley and 
Arkansas Railroad was extended

to Dunklin county from New 
Madrid, has always been a farm- 
ing community with cotton, corn 
and soybeans the backbone of 
the town’s economy. 


It was a pretty reliable back- 
bone. If one crop failed the 
others likely didn’t, so Malden 
got along and in the 63 years 
up until World War II it had 
reached a population of close 
to 2500. 

Then in 1941 the even tenor of 
Malden’s existence was changed 
when the Army came in and se- 
lected 2800 acres of the almost 
perfectly flat countryside adjoin- 
ing the town as a site for an air 
training base. It spent $5,000,- 
000 and started a pilot training 
school. 


For the next six years busi- 
ness was good and population 
increased. Then in 1947 the 
Army closed the base. For the 
next four years things were slow 
in Malden. Cattle grazed on the 
air base and farmers leased 
parts of it to raise soybeans. 

Then in 1951 Anderson Air Ac- 
tivities, Inc., under contract to 
the United States Air Force, re- 
actived the base as a training 
center. In addition to the Air 
Force trainees there were 800 
civilian employes on the base, 
with a combined payroll of $250,- 
000 a month, and things were 
fine again. The Malden base 
was one of 11 being operated on 
contract around the country. 

Word came they were being 
closed down, one by one. Mal- 
den’s was the last to be closed. 
The advent of the missile age, 
citizens were told, made it un- 
feasible to continue pilot train- 
ing as before. 

The base was deeded back to 
the town of Malden for $1 and 
certain considerations. 

“The town,” said John Down- 
ing, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and head of the new 
development commission, “had 
come to look on the air base as 
a sort of pension. They depend- 
ed on it, and the closing down 
came as a shock.” 


Most of the town was re- 
signed to the situation. But 


Malden's main street. 


Downing and several members 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
saw it differently. “We de- 
cided,” he said, “that the thing 
to do was to turn the situa- 
tion to our advantage. The 
only question was, how? We 
felt like we had a tiger by 
the tail.” 


Downing approached six other 
civic leaders in the Chamber of 
Commerce, and together they 
organized the Malden Industrial 
Development Commission. 
aim, to convince industry that 
the air base would make an 
ideal site. 


Their next job was to sell the |

town. 
door explaining what we had in 
mind and how we thought it 
could be done,’”’ Downing ex- 
plained. ‘‘We offered a lifetime 
membership in the commission 
for $25. The first day we sold 
250 memberships. 


“The main thing we wanted 
was to get people to participate, 
as well as to raise some money 
to proceed with. We sold mem- 
berships for a dollar down and 
a dollar a week—anything to get 
people in. We now have more 
than 400 members.”’ 


The next thing Downing and 
members of his group did was 
attend an industrial conference 
held Nov. 1, at Jefferson City by 
the Missouri Resources and De- 
velopment Commission, to see 
what they could learn. 


“We had an idea, but we didn’t 
know how to go about it,” 
Downing said. ‘‘We have a 2800- 
acre industria] park with rail- 
roads, electricity, water and 
sewage, but we had no plans.” 


The main thing they learned 
was that there are 843 other in- 
corporated or unincorporated 
areas in Missouri, all with wide 
open spaces and all wanting in- 
dustry. But they also learned 
that they had taken one of the 
proper steps when they formed 
the dévelopment corporation. 
They then came to St. Louis and

“We're going: at it in ‘a busi- 
ness-like way,’ shid Downing. 
“We didn’t have any qualified 
people here, even if we had the 
time. We have to make a liv- 
ing.” 

The area, Downing points out, 
has in addition to the facilities 
previously mentioned, its own 
railroad siding, paved streets, a 
water plant which will provide 
2,000,000 gallons a day, gas and 
electricity, all of which systems 
are separate from those of the 
city of Malden. 

“We're wide open to any 
plan,”’ Downing said. ‘‘We'd pre- 
fer that several industries come 
in. If it is all taken by one big 
industry the town could become 
too dependent on it, and if it 
went down the whole community 
would go down. 

“When our survey is finished 
we plan to employ a full-time 
sales consultant who can visit the 
major industries and show them 
what we have.” 

“Meanwhile, back in Mal- 
den, Downing and his group 
have done such a good job of 
selling that th. business men 
of the town have been behav- 
ing like a family expecting an 
inheritance. For instance, a 
half dozen stores have put new 
fronts on their buildings, and 
Stovall’s department store 
plans to take on an empty 
building next door, double its 
size and remodel the whole 
store,

Cotton, corn and soybeans are 
still the basis of our economy, 
and they are still here.
